Twenty-two year old Frederic 
Dunne entered the abbey at Geth- 
semani in 1894 Its life then was 
at low ebb. Most of the monks 
were aged. Young Frater Frederic 
had many personal obstacles to 
overcome. He had little formal 
education. “He had to learn French, 
the community Eee. But after 
ordination he swiftly rose to the 
office of Prior and at the death of 
Dom Edmund Obrecht, he was 
elected Abbot. In his 13-year 
abbacy, Gethsemani expanded from 
a membership of 68 to over 260. 
Four new American foundations of 
Trappist monasteries were made. 
is the wonderfully inspiring 
story of an American who had the 
drive of a business genius but who, 
in matters touching the Rule, asked 
his monks to be even more aus- 
tere. Although Father Raymond 
has written a rich and human ac- 
count of Dom Frederic’s personal- 
ity, he has gone further to show 
his steady progress to holiness.

Priest-Editor Says Spain Can Supply 10,000 


Madrid — (NC) — The possi- 
bility of sending 10,000 Spanish 
priests and Religious to Latin 
America to relieve the great short- 
age of religious personnel there 
was here by Ecclesia, 
organ of Spanish Catholic Action. 

The question was raised in an 
article by Father Jesus Irebarren, 
editor of the magazine, who said 
that if the Church in Spain were 
“to offer at once to the Holy See

World might be spared a moment 
of decisive crisis.” 


FATHER IRIBARREN declared 


‘ithat Latin America needs more 


priests to combat what he called 
three main dangers to the Faith 
there — communist propaganda, 
Protestant proselytism and the 
growing spirit of secularism. He 
recalled that after their expulsion 
from communist-controlled areas in 
Asia, thousands of Protestant mis- 
sionaries were “dumped all at 
once” into Latin America. 

According to Father Iribarren, 
Spain could afford to send 2,000 
secular priests, 2,000 regular 
priests, and 6,000 Religious into the 
Spanish- — regions of Cen- 
tral and South America. 

Pointing to the scarcity of re 
ligious vocations in Latin America, 
Father Iribarren said that two ma- 
jor seminaries in Spain alone have 
8,406 students, close to twice the 


combined total of 4,978 seminar- 
ians in 19 Central and South 
American countries. Ordinations 
of secular — in Spain each 
year, he added, are double the 
number in all Latin America. 


THE SPANISH Hierarchy, Fath- 
er Iribarren said, long ago recog- 
nized the significance of this “ter- 
rible contrast” by establishing the 
Society for Hispanamerican Priest- 
ly Cooperation ten years old. The 
Ses was recently renamed the 

ishops’ Committee for Latin 
American Cooperation and has al- 
ready assigned more than 130 
Spanish priests to work in Latin 
America, each of them for a five- 
year period.

| Father Iribarren devoted a great 
part of his article to refuting for- 
eign critics, who, he said, have 
painted a dismal picture of the 
religious situation in Spain. Their 
conclusions, he explained, were 
based on a recent survey which 
showed that a great many Spanish 
workers have grown lax in their re- 
ligious practice.

No one wants to adopt such a child until 
all these matters are clarified.

In other places you would probably be called 
on for a $5.00 contribution, because it is on that 
basis that Diocesan Charities collections are gathered 
in other dioceses.

Uphold Primacy Of Moral Law 
Caracas Conference Stresses Red 
Threat In Guatemala And Bolivia 


Caracas, Venezuela —(NC)— 
Abolition of economic and racial 
injustices and acceptance of the 
sovereignty of the moral law in 
the life of nations as well as of 
men are necessary to overcome 
the danger of communism in 
America. 

This appeared to be the con- 
sensus among delegates to the 
tenth Inter-American Conference, 
in which 20 Western Hemisphere 
nations were represented. The 
chief U. S. delegate was Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles who 
| eage a resolution condemning 

ernational communism as for- 

intervention and calling for 
joint action against it when neces- 


The discussions indicated a unan- 
imous recognition of the danger 
of communist penetration reach- 
ing a point where it could menace 
the security and peace of the 
American countries. At the same 
time, there appeared to be a gen- 
eral demand for frank discussion 
of problems involving inter-Ameri- 
can commerce, foreign exchange, 
control of foreign investments, and 
human relations. 

Prominent in the debates were 
spokesmen for two countries in 
which communism is said to have 
already made strong inroa 
Guatemala and Bolivia. Head of 
the Guatemalan delegation was 
Foreign Minister Guillermo Toriel- 
lo, whose demand for a definition 


of “international communism” was 


answ by Mr. Dulles in these 
words: 
“International communism is 


that far-flung clandestine political 
organization which is operated by 
the leaders of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union. Since 
1939, it has brought 15 once in- 
dependent nations into a state of 
abject servitude. It has a hard 
core of agents in practically every 
country of the world. The total 
constitutes, not a theory, not a doc- 
trine, but an aggressive, tough po- 
litical force, backed by great re- 
sources and serving the most ruth- 
less empire of modern times.”

For the past seven years bills providing Equal Pay for Equal Work 
have been introduced at each session of Congress. At times extensive 
hearings have been held but as yet no definite action has been taken. 
The most recent bill is H.R. 7172 introduced by Frances Bolton of Ohio 
This is the second recommendation by Mrs. Bolton. The first introduced 
a year ago provided an amendment to the Fair Labor Standards Act and 
was found objectionable by Labor gin and consequently dropped. 

This action was commendable for amendments in the past have 
served to make the Act, recognized as a good one, more restrictive and 
less effective as far as coverage is concerned. 

H.R. 7172 is being supported by Labor groups as well as the 
National Committee for Equal Pay, comprised of representatives of 
several nationally recognized organizations. The committee serves as 
a clearing house for information on this issue and as a coordinator 
of activities for a federal equal pay bill. 

We suggest writing to your U.S. Representatives for a copy of 
HLR. 7172. After you have studied it write him again and ask him to 
lend his — to this important legislation. 

If the bill is recommended by the House Committee of Education 
and Labor, where it is presently being considered, it will be referred 
to the House for passage: then back to a Senate committee before it 
is recommended to the Senate for passage. 

Watch for alerts from your Legislation committees and act 
promptly on this measure to assure every person equal pay for equal 
work and equal opportunity for training and advancement.
